Declaration by Famous Physician That 
Malady Is Not Contagious. 

'wCasluiiffto'n, &«pt. 13.— After dis- 
playing; rar& heroism by the devotion 
of a lifetime Ho a study of leprosy, 
Eugene! H. Plumacher, American con- 
sul at Maracalbo, Venezuela, has de- 
cided that tho dread malady Is not 
contagious, tut is ■ hereditary to a 
degree not reached in other diseases. 

He has made an exhaustive report 
to the state department telllif? of his 
persona] attendance upon lepers af- 
flicted in the most revolting form. 
His' report indicates that leprosy Is 
curable, but that there is little hope in 
Venezuela or other Latin-American 
leper colonies where nutritious foods 
and expensive foods are rarely pro- 
vided. 

Dr. riumacher was appointed to 
Maracalbo In 1S78, where in conjunc- 
tion with his duties as consul he has 
constantly observed leper cases and 
their treatment, and where he experi- 
mented in no small way. In this he 
has had the benefit of correspondence 
with the most advanced scientists of 
the United States and Europe, and It 
was through his efforts that the "Tua 
Tua" plant, used In treating the dis- 
ease, is now planted in all countries 
which have leper stations. At trie re- 
quest of these scientists the doc-tor 
took a large number of photographs of 
lepers, personally removing the band- 
ages of the afflicted in order that the 
best results might be attained. It was 
prophesied then thnt he would con- 
tract the disease, but this did not 
happen.

U. . S. Army and All Available 
Forces Ready For Interven- 
tion in Cuba 



WASHINGTON, D. C, Sept. 12. 
— President Roosevelt is keen- 
ly alive to the.' progress of the 
revolutionary movement In Cuba, and 
tlio responsibility of the United Slates in 
case conditions grow worse and inter- 
vention becomes necessary. It is 
known that the president will not inter- 
vene unless it appears absolutely neces- 
sary, yet steps have been taken which 
would make such intervention effective. 
The ships which have been sent to 
Cuba arc ihere for the purpose only of 
protecting American interests and fur- 
nishing an asylum for Americans who 
may be in danger from the warring 
fnrtintjs Actual intervention would 
mean the use of the army and all the 
available forces, would no doubt be 
needed and would be ready if a serious 
situation developed Under present condi- 
tions, the army has been kept in a bet- 
ter state of preparation tluiii ever be- 
fore, mid will be ready if called upon. 
'Correspondence bet ween the president 
and the secretary of war and the chief 
of staff lias provided for nil contingen- 
cies, Jt is recognized that intervention 
would be no holiday matter, but that 
an army would be necessary and in the 
event of intervention, every available 
Tiian of the regular army will be used 
and will be sent to Cuba as fast as pos- 
sible. Although no regular transports 
are available on the 'Atlantic const, it 
is known where transports can be ob- 
tained as soon as needed. Secretary Tnft 
has also been interested in everything 
that lias been going forward and it is 
believed that tho Cuban situation has 



been the subject of correspondence be- 
tween the president and secretary. 

The authority for intervention in 
Cuban affairs is contained in the third 
article of the Piatt amendment, adopt- 
ed In 11)02. This, with the other provi- 
sions of the Piatt amendment, were in- 
corporated in the constitution of Cuba. 
Some weeks ago, the Sixth and 21st 
regiments of Infantry were ordered 
from the Philippines, it heing stated 
thnt their term of service in the Paeifi 
islands was completed. The return of 
these will bring available troops to tin 
Atlantic coast and also the transports 
which would he necessary if the Piatt 
amendment is invoked. 



MOTOR BOAT CONTEST. 

New York, Sept. 18. — The three hun- 
dred horsepower motor boat Standard, 
owned by Price Kinney, broke all motor 
boat records for the kilometer and the 
nautical inile on the Hudson river today, 
in the championship contests held by the 
Motor P>oat Club of America. The 
Standard, with the tide, covered the kil- 
ometer in one minute and seven seconds, 
which is equal to H3 1-3 statute miles an 
hour. Against the tide she covered the 
distance in one minute and ten seconds, 
which is equal to 31.88 statute miles 
an hour. The Dixie was second. In 
the free for all race, the Dixie, owned 
by E. J. Seliroeder, won, covering the 
triangular course of 30 1-4 miles in one 
hour 20 minutes, one second. 



GERMAN INTERESTS INVOLVED.

Winnipeg, Sept. 13.— Seven repre- 
sentative laboring men of Winnipeg 
left the city yesterday to attend the 
Trades and Labor Congress nt Vic- 
toria next week. With them left a 
number of eastern delegates who came 
Into Winnipeg on Monday evening. 
The labor men arc in a sleeper by 
themselves, and their number will be 
considerably augmented as the train 
nears the Coast. 

The local labor delegates are: W. H. 
Price, president, L. J. Walker, record- 
ing secretary, and J. T. Grasslck, 
treasurer of the Winnipeg Trades and 
Labor Council; George Moore, finan- 
cial secretary, and W. H. Trotter, 
recording secretary of the Winnipeg 
Typographical Union; W. N. Noble, 
secretary of Egan Lodge, Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen; and W. R. 
Thompson, secretary of Jubilee Lodge, 
Brotherhood of Railway Carmen.

CONDITIONS IN SIEDLCE, 

Loss of Life Is Not So Great as at 
First Reported. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 13. — The re- 
sumption of telegraphic communication 
with Siedlce hns enabled the press of 
St. Petersburg for the first time to pre- 
sent a picture of the conditions in the 
rnvaged town. As in the C!>se of the 
massacre at Binlystok, later messages 
greatly reduce the number of dend from 
thnt given in early reports. The prop- 
erty losses, however, from the tury and 
cupidity of (lie mob and the destruction 
wrought by the bombardment and sub- 
sequent lire, are placed higher, running 
to several hundred thousand dollars. 

Although it is reported officially that 
44 persons were killed, correspondents 
enumerate 62 corpses, mostly of .lews, 
which have beeji gathered on the 
streets, in bouses and in various hos- 
pitals for burial. The number of 
corpses buried privately or consumed 
in the burning buildings may add an- 
other score to this number. A pitiful 
feature of the excesses was the death 
from thirst of many wounded persons 
who were abandoned by their friends 
in houses from which the people were 
forced to tier for their lives. Firemen 
are searching the deserted houses for 
bodies. There is reason to believe thai 
this attack on the .lews is traceable to 
the murder of an official on August 21st 
ami the events of Saturday supplied the 
necessary spark to inflame the passions 
of the soldiers. This view is supported 
by an article in (be semi-official Rus- 
sian newspapers, published in Warsaw, 
which nttribute the rage shown by the 
soldiers to this cause. The excesses 
were aggravated, according to the cor- 
respondent of the Novoe Vrcniya. by 
the weakness of the local governor. 
Engelke, who was only temporarily In 
charge during change in Governor Gen- 
erals and who was unable promptly to 
put a stop to the disorders which hud 
been n long time in preparation.

HARVEST OF KILLED 



Imperial Limited Crashes Into 
Colonist Train With Terrible 
Results 



UDBURY, ONT., Sept. 13.— Yes- 
terday, morning the Imperial 
limited from Winnipeg crashed 
into a waiting train of twelve coaches 
filled with harvester excursionists bound 
west, nt Azilda, the first stntion west of 
Sudbury. 

Eleven occupants of the conches were 
killed, seven instantly and four dying 
from injuries. 

The two trains came together with 
terrific force and made a complete 
wreck of both engines and five cars. 

Tho engine of the colonist train never 
left the track, but jumped as the'y came 
together. 

Tile train crew of the colonist train 
went to work quickly, assisted by a 
splendid band of workers. 

Adam Miller, a stalwart young farm- 
er from Constance. Out., rescued seven 
bodies from under tho wreck. 

All the doctors in Sudbury weresent 
out on an engine to treat the injured 
who were brought into Sudbury hos- 
pital.

The west bound train, made up of col- 
onist coaches containing harvester ex- 
cursionists, was backing into a siding 
to allow the cast bound express to 
pass, when suddenly the east bound 
train came round a curve and crashed 
into the harvester train, the baggage 
conch of the latter telescoped the first 
passenger car. 

The dead and injured were all taken 
out of the first car of the harvester 
train, no oiip being injured in the other 
cars or on the east bound express. 

The engineer of the east bound train 
states that the brakes refused to work. 

The crews escaped by jumping. 

Scenes of wild confusion followed the 
shock. but the rescue work began 
speedilv. (be survivors working hard 
Inking out the dead nnd wounded, 
while C. P. R- officials sent n specinl 
from Sudbury to bring in the injured.

Mount Tolmie Is Advocated as 
the Most Advantageous 
Reservoir Site 



The Vieloria British Columbia Board 
of Trade yesterday afternoon placed 
themselves on record as being opposed 
to the installation of meters, on the 
water services of this city.

TO EARL GREY; GREETING. 

The people of Victoria and vicinity 
will join with one voice in welcoming 
Their Excellencies the Governor-Gen- 
eral and Countess Grey. The honor- 
able name borne by Hia Excellency, his 
well-known ability and broadness of 
view as a public man, and the keen 
and intelligent Interest taken by him 
in all things pertaining to Canada 
would combine to assure him a hearty 
reception here under any circum- 
stances; but he will not fall to under- 
stand that it is chiefly as the repre- 
sentative of the Crown, the kingly 
office and, to a certain degree, the per- 
sonality of His Majesty, that the citi- 
zens have hastened to do him honor. 
While Victoria is a Canadian city In 
the best sense of the word, it is also a 
British city to a degree reached by 
few other places in Canada. Nowhere 
else in the broad Dominion Is the im- 
perial relation cherished more strongly 
than here; nowhere In His Majesty's 
vast realms is there a community ani- 
mated by a higher sense of loyalty to 
the British flag and till that therein is 
implied. We do not arrogate lo our- 
selves a greater measure of fidelity to 
British institutions, we are not so ab- 
surd as to say o£ ourselves, as has 
been claimed of an eastern city, that 
we are the most Imperialistic com- 
munity in the Umpire; but we can 
assert, without laying ourselves open 
to criticism, that nowhere is there 
stronger British sentiment than here. 

Hia Excellency has now reached the 
most westerly outpost nf the Umpire. 
It is true that, if we pay strict atten- 
tion to the way in which the meri- 
dians run, there arc more westerly 
points In Canada than this city; but 
Victoria is in all essential respects the 
true frontier [joint. It is the last 
place which travelers leave on their 
way to tin- Orient and Australia, and 
the first they call at on their way from 
those distant lands. It is fitting, 
therefore, thai on his arrival here at- 
tention should be drawn to the -west- 
ern frontier. It Is, perhaps, no exag- 
geration to sua? that in regard to the 
expansion of those lines of human 
activity that make lor the betterment 
of mankind, this frontier Is, of all 
frontiers "f the Empire, the most im- 
portant. It is not line to maintain 
which armies and fortifications must 
toe kept up- It is not one that is 
likely to excite the cupidity of other 
nations, because It fronts upon the 
ocean and hence no territorial ques- 
tions can arise respecting it. There 
was n time when the possession of this 
part of the Pacific Coast was In dis- 
pute, but happily that question has 
been disposed of once and for all time, 
so that the Empire has in Canada a 
Heaboard which will be under the flag 
.for all time, unless by some misfor- 
tune there should be a disruption of 
the ties binding Britain beyond the 
Eeas to the Mother Country. The 
futuro greatness of the commerce to 
be developed on the Pacific Ocean has 
been so often spoken of that It has 
become a hackneyed theme, yet It can- 
not be referred to too frequently, for 
It means much not only to our own 
nation, but to the world at large. 
Whether President Hill of the Great 
Northern Kail way was a little opti- 
mistic when he said a few years ago 
that In a quarter of a century trans- 
Pacific commerce would exceed trans- 
atlantic commerce need not bo dis- 
cussed, because it Is evident to all 
observers who have taken the trouble 
to investigate the facts that in a com- 
paratively short tlmo the coinmetiree 
between the American continent nnd 
eastern Asia, will assume vast magni- 
tude. In this connection It Is worthy 
of mention that tin; only part of the 
western seaboard of America over 



which the British flag files is that 
which lies within the- boundaries of 
this province. America, from Behring 
Strait to Cape Horn, extends across 
122 degrees of latitude.' ' Of these only 
six belong to the British Empire, as 
against twenty-eight which belong 1 to 
the United States. Fortunately, how- 
ever, the six degrees which we own 
are nearer the Orient than any othe; 
part of the coast, except Alaska, which 
may be dismissed from consideration 
in this connection, and along them are 
the best harbors to be found anywhere 
on this side of the ocean. Not only is 
this true, but these harbors are nearer 
the great producing areas of the con- 
tinent than any others, and the passes 
through the mountain ranges by which 
they can be reached are much lower 
and better than (hose leading to the 
seaboard cities of the United States. 
It is ulso true that the Canadian routes 
are shorter between the great pro- 
ducing and consuming regions of 
Europe and the Orient are shorter and 
better than all others. Hence we 
clafm that the British Columbia sea- 
board is certain to play an exceed- 
ingly important part in the develop- 
ment of British commerce, using the 
word "British" in its widest sense. We 
do not suggest for an instant that His 
Excellency is not already well in- 
formed upon this point, hut it seems 
advisable lo use an auspicious occa- 
sion, like the present, to emphasize 
what seems to us to be a territorial 
factor of imperial Importance. 

Earl Grey will find in Victoria a 
people who ere not only very hopeful 
of the future of their city, but who are 
confident that the province of which 
it is the capital is fitted by nature to 
become one of the most prosperous 
lands in the world. it may not have 
occurred, perhaps, to His Excellency 
that in visiting this city he has 
| reached an island where nature has 
| been prodigal of her gifts. Vancouver 
Island Is in some respects like Eng- 
land. It has a temperate climate, 
knowing neither extremes of. heat or 
cold. It has a fertile soil, it has coal 
and Iron in abundance. It is sur- 
rounded by valuable lishing grounds, 
in short, here arc all the elements that 
enabled the people of England to be- 
come great, strong and wealthy. But 
our 'island possesses what England has 
never possessed— at least within his- 
toric^ times— namely, immense forests 
of valuable commercial timber, 'and 
great stores of oilier metalliferous ores 
besides iron. We claim of this island 
that it is the- richest 15,000 square 
miles in the world, and that In respect 
to the commercial future of the world, 
It occupies the best strategic position. 

The wish of the . whole people w ill 
be that Their Excellencies may greatly 
enjoy their sojourn In Victoria. The 
date of thfilr visit is -not in all respects 
happy, for September is a tickle month 
in the matter of weather. Let. us hope 
that they will be so w ell pleased with 
what, they see now that they, may 
come again, and that their next visit 
may be when the roadsides are pink 
with roses and the hills are brilliant 
with the yellow flowers of the broom. 



THE QUESTION OF 
TERMS. 



BETTER 



We referred yesterday^ morning in a 
general wnjr to the question of I letter 
Terms for I lie provinces, which is soon 
to be discussed at Ottawa at a confer- 
ence of provincial premiers. So far as il 
affects British Columbia, it is one of ihc 
most important that him had considera- 
tion for some years. Ii is nol a parly 
question, as wo remarked, nnd ii never 
lilts been. It is one in which L 'Ueh mem- 
ber of" the community, whether Conser- 
vative or Liberal, is equally interested, 
The Una! solution of the question will 
nffect the pockets of the people inde- 
pendent of politics. All the representa- 
tions that have been made in the past 
have been on a Hon -part izun basis, as 
too correspondence will show. Whether 
it shall become a political issue in the 
future depends upon rircumstiiiicpij 
which are largely in the hands "f the 
Dominion government. 

For tin' progress whMi bus be, mi 
made up tn the present, British Colum- 
bia is entitled to some credit. Through 
the activity displayed by its govern- 
ment in pressing the demands of this 
province, the other governments have 
been stimulated, and as the majority arc 
politically in harmony with the authori- 
ties at Ottawa, their influence i n se- 
curing the first conference to |,,< 
officially recognized and invited by 
the Dominion government has been 
correspondingly great. We have reached 
the point where the federal premier has 
asked the-'provincinl premiers to meet 
him, formulate demands and discuss the 
details. This is an important advance. 

British Columbia did not, however, 
initiate the better terms movement, In 

1887, largely through II xertioiis of 

the late .Mr. Mcrcier, then premier of 
Quebec, an inter-provincial conference 
was held at Quebec. Political condi- 
tions have altered very much since 
then. On Il1e occasion of the first con- 
ference, a Liberal-Conservative admin- 
istration was in power at Ottawa' anil 
the conference wa.; regarded as having 
a Liberal complexion. The late Sir 
Oliver .Mowat, who achieved a reputa- 
tion as a constitutional opponent of sir 
John Macdonald, was cliiiinnan. The 
laic Mr. John Xorquny premier of Man- 
itoba, was t he only representative of a 
Conservative government who was pre- 
sent. British Columbia wns not repre- 
sented. Lil lie interest j n the subject 
was manifested at thai time, and 'the 
government which was, politically, 1 a 
composite one, did not think it wise or 
expedient to take part. Now, a Liberal 
administration is in power at Olinwa. 
The majority of governments to he re- 
presented nrc, however, still Liberal. 



Ontario, which has turned Tory, is not 
making any special claims. Nor, 
as a matter of fuel, are any of the 
governments, except 'Manitoba and .Bri- 
tish Columbia-. The claims formulated 
at the Inst conference of provincial pre- 
miers in 1902 nsk for. an increase of sub- 
sidy for all the provinces on a basis of 
population. The increase is uniform, 
and does not lake into consideration 
special or geographical conditions — 
what Sir Wilfrid Lnurier would call an 
automatic readjustment. Under the ar- 
rangement then proposed, Ontario would 
receive an increase of $629,484.80; Que- 
bec, $429,805.60; Xovn Set in. $4".05U- 
20; Xew Brunswick, $7,885.00; Man- 
itoba, $81,952.80, and British Columbia 
$01,987.20 on account of the increase of 
expenditures under various heads creat- 
ed by the increase in population. It will 
he obvious that the Special conditions 
which make government in British Col- 
umbia onerous nnd expensive are lost 
sight of, and that, on the basis of pop- 
ulation alone, readjustment of that na- 
ture would be inequitable and wholly 
unsatisfactory. The representatives of 
P.rilish Columbia signed the resolutions 
of the interprovincinl conference of 
1002, as a recognition of the general 
principles involved, but attached to it a 
letter expressing dissent from their ap- 
plication to Ihe case of British Colum- 
bia as a full settlement of its claims. 
We have no means of ascertaining what 
action will he taken at the coming con- 
ference— whether the former resolutions 
will be adhered to or some new basis of 
readjustment adopted and submitted to 
Sir Wilfrid. It is altogether probable 
that the resolutions as passed at the 
last meeting will stand as they are, and 
will be discussed. 

A special and most responsible duty 
will be imposed on Premier McBride 
and the other representatives of the 
government of this province, whoever 
maybe appointed, to go to Ottawa They 
wilb be expected to, and must necessar- 
ily, concur in the action of the other 
governments up to .a certain point. 
That is lo say, they must take sides 
with them in urging an increase of sub- 
sidy on grounds' which are common lo 
Ihe claims of all tile province. At the 
same time, they must take the responsi 
hility of dissenting seriously from the 
position that the general settlement 
should be accepted as a settlement of 
our special claims for recognition aris- 
ing out of the unusual conditions, _ which 
have existed and still exist in this 
province. 

This is tint, as has been remarked, a 
party question, or a question which has 
been raised by the government in power. 
The demands of the province, as set 
forth in a memorial lo Ottawa last year, 
was endorsed by Ihe legislature unani- 
mously, and therefore the province as 
a whole, composed of two political 
parties, stands at ihe back of our 'de- 
mands, from which we cannot recede. 
Our position does not involve antagon- 
ism lo the government at Ottawa, or lo 
the Dominion of Canada. Il simply 
implies Ihc right lo have our claims for 
increased subsidy judicially and impar- 
tially investigated, before ii shall lie de- 
cided thai we arc not entitled lo the 
consideration for which we ask. 

In u nutshell, Ihc situation is this: If 
the other provinces are to receive con- 
sideration upon the grounds set forth ill 
Ihe resolutions of 1902, which arc the 
basis of (heir claims. Ihen the case of 
British Columbia is many limes strong- 
er, because the conditions in other pro 
yinccs arc specially emphasized in this, 
as has been clearly demonstrated, and 
as is obvious to any person familiar 
with Canada us a whole. 

What makes the case of British Col- 
umbia, and of all the provinces, much 
stronger are the very liberal terms 
granted lo ihe new provinces of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. In the granting of 
the terms in question to new provinces, 
already generously endowed by Nature, 
nnd in every way most favorably sh- 
unted, there is a practical admission 
that I lie claims of other provinces are 
well-founded, and those of British Col- 
umbia in particular. To place the oth- 
er provinces, which have borne the heat 
and burden of the day upon all fours 
with Alberta and Saskatchewan Willi 
respect to financial relations, there 
must be a. very substantial increase all 
round. There are hut t,vo alternatives 
to accept — either the new provinces have 
been too generously dealt with, or the 
Older province* arc entitled lo much 1)0'-- 
ler treatment than they' arc receiving 

The basis of the claims nf the provin- 
ces is nol. that there has been a viola- 
tion of ihc terms of union. Substantial- 
ly, at least, lllfeso have been lived up to 
on both sides. The claims lor increased 
subsidies arise out of the practical u'e- 
cessily for more money with which lo 
meet the constantly increasing demands 
on the local governments lo fulfil the

such terms. There was a practical vio- 
lation of the treaty in Ihe case of this 
province. Under the terms of union, the 
Canadian Pacific Railway was to have 
been built y ears iiefm-e it was, 
ln "l the delay which occurred 
caused, as we know, intense dis- 
satisfaction in British Columbia, 
and almost led to a severance of _ 
political relations. What grievances and j Ijj 
differences existed, ami they were sec- J _ 
ions enough at the time, were ndjilBlci 
and all past scores wiped'mit in the 
passing of the Settlement Act of 188J.I 
Mack nf that we cannot go, and since j 
that time we cannot legally claim that 
in any important respect the Dominion 
government has failed to live up to the 
terms of the bargain. It is tint a claim 
on account of broken contract, but one 
of readjustment of financial relations in 
accordance with tiie progressive spirit 
of the age and the requirements which 
more modern development have forced 
upon us. We want not only better 
terms', which hardly expresses the true 
idea. We want fairer terms. 

'Reference has been made lo the Set- 
tlement Act, under which the K. & X. 
Railway was built by a joint arrange- 
ment between the province nnd the 
Dominion. We have said there has 
been no violation of contract, and there 
has not been, but (here is a phase of the 
question which is worthy of very ser- 
ious consideration, and one which ought 
to bo strongly pressed upon the atten- 
tion of the Dominion government in 
connection with the present negotiations. 
Reference is made to the grant of 3,- 
300,000 acres in the Peace River coun- 
try to tli o Dominion in lieu of a cash 
subsidy of .<7."0,il00 towards the con- 
'struction of the E. & X. Railway, and 
we propose to deal more nt length with 
it again. It was. a bargain, but a 'mil 
bargain. , 

A good deal has been said about the 
contributions from tho province to the 
Dominion in the way of customs and ex- 
cise duties for which there has not been 
an ndequatc return. This, however, is 
not submitted as the basis of our claims. 
It is a strong argument in their favor. 
The exact contributions from this or 
any other province cannot be math- 
ematically demonstrated. They are sub- 
ject to fluctuations as the tariff changes, 
although the proportion may remain the 
same in relation to other provinces. In 
ease the Dominion government were to 
adopl free frade, they would be wiped 
out altogether, or nearly so. As it is, 
they show that with all our other dis- 
advantages we have paid mure than 
our share of the up keep of the Domin- 
ion and have got less for it than other 
provinces. It is, however, not or may 
nol continue to lie a permanent basis of 
claim. 

The grounds upon which this pro- 
vince demands special consideration are 
the mountainous character of its vast 
surface, which makes the cost of ad> 
ministration relatively much higher than 
thai of other parts nf ihe Dominion, 
This is a permanent factor of our sit- 
uation, nnd its effect upon our material 
development am! upon our provincial 
finances arc apparent to every person, 
who observes.

Japanese Sealers Have Been 
Busy at Copper Islds. Dur- 
ing Past Two Months 



FIFTY WERE KILLED BV GUARDS 



Behring Sea Raid Organized Be- 
cause Their Rookeries Were 
Well Guarded 



Further light is shed on the recent 
seal-raiding episode in Behring Sea, 
wherein live Japanese sealers were 
killed and twelve — since sentenced to 
three months' imprisonment — were 
captured, by advices received here yes- 
terday from Hakodate. A correspond- 
ent points out that the raid was origin- 
ated by the owners of the Japanese 
sealing schooners Dal Ni Toyei Maru 
and Mlye Main, the two vessels con- 
cerned in the raid, both of which are 
exclusively owned by Japanese and 
manned solely by Japanese. It was 
stated by a Japanese sealing expert 
that foreigners, presumably Ameri- 
cans, were interested, but this charge 
Is proven false. In all the 32 saaling 
vessels hailing from Japan this season, 
but seven foreigners are employed. 

The two Japanese schooners con- 
cerned In the raid had been raiding in 
previous seasons at the Copper Islands, 
but were driven from those grounds 
this year by three Russian warships 
which have been sent to patrol the 
rookeries. The Japanese vessels have 
made a business of raiding the Hobhen 
Bank and Copper Island rookeries for 
the past few years, and many killings 
have taken place at the. Copper 
Islands because of lights with guards 
protecting the seal rookeries. The 
correspondent says: 

"During the years 1904 and 1905 the 
Japanese sealing schooners, which 
commenced to visit Behring Sea In 
1900, did not go into Behring Sea. On 
account of the war with Russia, the 
Japanese sealing vessels all proceeded 
to the Russian rookeries on Robben 
Island, on the east coast of Sng'nallen, 
and to the rookeries on the Com- 
mander Islands (Copper and Behring), 
off the cast coast of Kamchatka. 
Robben Island, being entirely unpro- 
tected, was 'cleaned out,' over 0000 
seals being slaughtered by Japanese 
poaching schooners in 1904, while 1500 
were killed In 1905, and the senseless 
slaughter and destruction of the 
rookeries was only put to an end by 
the arrival of the converted Japanese 
cruiser Hongkong Mnru, with Rear 
Admiral Inouye on board, and he drove 
the raiders away. One vessel that re- 
turned and again began to capture and 
kill seals a week after the admiral 
came to seize the rookery for Japan, 
just as the war was ending, was cap- 
tured by the converted cruiser Talren 
Maru, and her skins and sealing gear 
were confiscated. This vessel, the 
Domel Maru, had on board 900 skins. 

"That the Japanese government 
recognizes that seals require protection 
is evidenced by the fact that on Juno 
11 of the present year official notifica- 
tion was issued prohibiting sealing 
vessels fro mhunting seals within 30 
miles of Robben Island rookeries, 
which had passed into possession of 
Japan. 

"During 190| and 1905 Japanese seal- 
ing schooners repeatedly raided the 
rookeries on the Commander Islands 
(which are si 111 owned by Russia), and 
encounters between the guards on the 
Islands and the poachers were fre- 
quent. 

"It is estimated that thirty men from 
the Japanese vessels were killed in 
1904 and over twenty in 1905, during 
the encounters with the rookery 
guards, and tin doubt a number of the 
guards were also killed, as some of the 
poaching schooners wero armed with 
1-pounder and 2-pounder rapid-tire 
guns. 

"During the present season the 
Russian rookeries on the Commander 
Islands are guarded by three war ves- 
sels, and this has again driven [ he 
Japanese sealers Into Behring Sea." 

All having a decided advantage over 
the Canadian sealers in thai they are 
allowed to use guns, while the Cana- 



dians .may only use spears, it seems 
that some of these vessels, not satis- 
fied with carrying on their business 
legally and hunting seals on the high, 
seas, attemptod the tactics which were 
so successful during the past two 
years on the Russian rookorios, and 
the Dal Ni Maru and Mlyo Maru 
boldly landed their crews and started 
to cluh and slaughter seals on the 
rookeries, when they were surprised, 
as stated, and flvo men killed and 
twelve captured.

President of Local Council Tells 
of Work For Political Labor 
Party 
— 

The worhlngman ami Ills wife filled A. 
O. U. \\. tiuiV last nlglit to welcome J. 
Ranwrj MacDonald, M. P.. whip of the 
Labor partv nt Westminster, and Mrs. 
MacDonald, who will leave this evening 
fur Australia, after Visiting Canada, the. 
object of -their mission being ro establish 
ail "entente eonllale" between the Labor 
parties of the 1'nited Kingdom, Canada 
mid Australia. As organiser of the party 
in England, In which Mr. MacDonald, an 
advanced Socialist, has been an Indepen- 
dent labor member for the yearn, starting 
as a clerk In a warehouse, then teacher, 
then private secretary toThos. Lough, 
M. P., be is well equipped for the con- 
genial task. He has also, since 1001. been 
secretary of the Labor Representation 
committee, which bus marshaled the 
trade union forces in England fur the elec- 
tion of candidates absolutely Independent 
of the traditional parties. 

Mr. J. 'I). JlcNIyen, M. P. P., occupied 
the chair, and on the platform with J. 
R. MacDonald and Mrs. MacDonald were 
G. F. Crey, president of the Victoria 
Trades and Labor council; .Tohn A. Flett, 
A. F. and I... of Hamilton Out.; Alex. 
Champion. Machinists' International union; 
W. R. Trotter, WJnnineg Typograpnicni 
union; W. V. Todd, Clgarmakere' Inter- 
national union; Aid.

J. D. McXIven, chairman, said In wel 
comlag th" guests: "This part of the 
Dominion is not often bonored by the 
presence of such distinguished people as 
Mr. and .urs. MacDonald. Being promin- 
ently connected with labor Interests In .the 
old land, it was fell Hie opportunity of 
their presence could not bo allowed to 
pass without hearing n few words of en- 
eourngninonr. Labor men of t'nnndii feel 
proud of their success In recent elections. 
Trades unionism In Canada »as young; 
then) were 1.(100 unions, with 200,000 mem- 
bers, but (he work was progressing. As 
yet trades unions had not entered politics. 
At the Trades and Labor congress soon 
to he held, i hough, an effort would lie 
made to that end, and lie hoped the de- 
liberations and conclusions arrived at 
would resnli In the launching of ii Labor 
party thai would make Its power fell 
throughout the Dominion. The programme 
Included addresses by <;. V. Grey, presi- 
dent of the Trades and Labor council, and 
by the visitors, Mr. and Mrs. MacDon- 
ald. He would llrsi call u| Mr. Grey. 

B. r. Grey, president of |.bc Trade* and 



•was ahead of them— n battle against fear- 
ful 'odds. Nowhere was the neglect of the 
workers so apparent a» In Canada. Of a 
membership of 213 In the House of Com- 
mons, there was but one labor man, andj 
that mail has been there but a few months. 
It must look pitiful; there certainly was 
something wrong, or such a mate would 
not be. Labor was on die eve of a fearful 
tight, and the workers knew It. 

The Victoria Trades and Labor council, 
said Mr. Grey, had put forward a plat- 
form showing what they proposed to do if 
a Labor party came into power. This plat- 
form had been well considered, ami while 
considering It. the point had often struck 
bllfl, as the Scriptures had It, the lion and 
the lainli had been lying down together; 
but where was the worklngmnn lamb? 
A Voice— Inside the Liberal lion! 
Yes. said Mr. Grey, inside— swallowed. 
The proposition now was to make the lamb 
so irritating tnat the Liberal lion would 
gladly be rid of it. He at one time bad 
believed, especially when In New Zealand, 
ibat labor and liberalism could lie com- 
bined. Hut it was only the fool who never 
changed Ills mind. He had been disillus- 
ioned. He found that labor and liberal- 
ism could not exist together. What was 
needed whs a strong Independent labor 
party. j 

The Liberals were worried because "Of 
the secession of lab.ir. There was a lead- 
ing article In the Libera' organ, and Lib- 
erals had brought up the matter, lie. be- 
lieved, however, it was necessa: y for all 
workers to separate themselves from Lib- 
eralism ami carve out a political laity, for 
themselves. Labor must not be extreme; 
It must be fair, but should tight resolutely 
for its own Interests. And the best way 
lo protect those Interests was to elect its 
own members. The salvation of Canada 
would lie due not to the Influential poli- 
tician, (he nionieo member, but to tile 
honest member. That was the kind of 
man that was needed. The Labor party 
proposed to have honest members; Its 
platform was to safeguard its interests 
and have a string on Its members so that 
If they were unsatisfactory, they could 
be pulled out again. He had learned In 
the past or' what ante-election promises 
could be made, but not carried out. They 
didn't want that stale of affairs lu the 
future. The visitors wore about to visit 
the brother workers of the Southern col- 
onies, and he wished thorn well. Tbey 
would rind the worklugmen of the Antipo- 
des well organized. Hero 'abor was Just 
at the start, and had to tight against fear- 
ful odds, against wealth and ail kinds of 
dishonesty. But honesty would tell, and 
would result in victory. It was no use for 
nmn to come to the Labor party seeking 
personal gain. There were no positive to 
offer. So far he could not see a leader, 
but when a leader had arisen and the 
party was established, lie felt sure vic- 
tory must accrue. Labor had the mass of 
people iu its favor, and with (lie emanci- 
pation of the women folks the situation 
would he made cleaner and must result 
in success. British Columbia, and espe- 
cially those on Vancouver Island were 
fortunate in their country.

W. D. Scott, of; the Immigration de- 
partment at Ottawa! arrived in Victoria 
from VnnciSuver last evening by the 
iPclncess Victoria. In an interview with 
a Colonist reporter' Mr. Scott stated 
that his visit to the luland was for the 
double purpose of investigating the 
•II in (1 u labor question uiui to select n 
site for the erection of a detention house 
which will he chosen if possible in ihe 
vicinity of the wharf. 

Mr. Scott explained Hint under exist- 
ing conditions it would lie manifestly 
necessary to have such n place of deten- 
tion both in Victoria and at Vancouver 
in order to obviate Ihe necessity of 
moving the men from place to pluco, 

Mr. Scott arrived at Vancouver on 
Tuesday last from Calgary where lie 
hud been spending ■ the previous week 
and he will remain on (he const until 
his report to the Ottawa department 
has been completed, pending which lie | 
is unable to make any statement in re- i 
gard to (he Hindu immigrants. 

He wns met on arrival by Dr. G. L. 
Milne, Dominion medical inspector and | 
inspector of immigration and De- j 
tective Perdue of the city police. Dr. 
Milne has already filed a report on tin- 
subject for tho guidance of the govern- 
ment and Mr. Scott will shortly be fully 
posted in all ihe details of the problem 
both an regard Victoria and Vancouver 
together with the attitude of ihe civic 
authorities of both cities in regard to 
(he same niiil declares his intention to 
thoroughly investigate and deal wiSl ?l>e 
mutter just as soon as it can possibly 
he done. 

Speaking generally, Mr. Scott said it 
is within the discretion of the depart- 
ment to expel undesirable immigrants 
and there are no obstacles in Ihe way 
of dealing with tliem either individually 
or collectively hut as yet lie can any 
nothing either way regarding the asser- 
tion that most of the Hindus in question 
are diseased. Under the recent Immi- 
gration Act an undesirable immigrant 
can be cxpeled at any time within two 
venrs of his arrival in Canada. There 
need, therefore, he no fear, said lie. (hat 
any such \ undesirable individual will he 
enabled to evade the regulations. At 
the present stage, however, .Mr. Scott is 
of course, unable to say anything upon 
the merits of the particular case now 
under observation. '.

DAILY REVIEW OF 
THE LOCAL 



The steamer Umatilla arrived yes- 
terday at noun, and it wn.s exported 
that the city wnulil receive about 1400 
boxes of peaches, Messrs. F. R. Stew- 
art & Co. having ordered that number; 
but on account of scarcity In Califor- 
nia, the steamer only brought a ship- 
ment of 400 boxes, and the market has 
suffered no change in price. The boat 
also brought ;i moderate shipment of 
grapes, but no apples or pears, as the 
local market is at present well sup- 
plied by the locally grown fruit of this 
class. Shipments are being sent to 
the Northwest every day, and the ex- 
porting business is continually on the 
Increase. Local plums have been 
somewhat spoiled by recent rains, and 
several growers report that what was 
splendid looking fruit a few days ago 
is now cracked and spoiled In appear- 
ance. This rain, will considerably 
shorten the local crop and prices will 
continue stationary. The prune plums 
are not much affected. 

A carload of watermelons arrived 
yesterday from the Wonatchcc Valley, 
Washington. TheyNare larger and of 
liner flavor than any received so far 
this season. 

The dairy market is still stationary 
ant! prices rule high. The recent drop 
in prices in wheat and oats is making 
the wholesale houses a little busier, 
and business throughout the city is 
very good.

It vomii 
be difllcull to have a better prcsei mi ■ 
of Ihe ease, and therefore it Will not he 
out of place to state how the matter 8tanu» 
from the point of view of one of the pub- 
It appears that certain regulations exist 

pr Idling the erection or barricades on 

l„, it is considered detrimental 

to* the Interests .if those whose business 
it Is to supply "the great demand for a 
staple article .if food In all countries It 
Is also stated that if the Bull supply »e- 
ennie exhausted, the canneries would hum 
tO close down. 

This discussion was originated in oonse- 
ijui'liee of the Indians in the Hablne Lake 
country havliiK set Imps to catch tlsh lor 
their own use. While the Indians may 
no! have been altogether wise in the man- 
ner In which they have endeavored to ob- 
tain their supply of food for the winter, 
I here Is one point which must not be lost 
sight nf-thiiL is, that the Indians un- 
doiibtedlv have an Inherent right to ob- 
tain nil the ilsli they require, for any pur- 
poses whatsoever, from the waters In t-nelr 
own count rv. 't hey have probably lished 
for centuries before the white mull came 
to their country, It is no sufficient an- 
swer lo the charge to say that, "should 
It, linwever, lie found In practice that any 
shortage of food or hardship was en- 
tailed upon the Indians, there Is not the 
slightest doubt but thill the government 
would make good any d elicit by grunt or 
otherwise." Now tills is the point where- 
in the public Interests are nffect)ed. Why 
should It be considered right that because 
a large combine of dinners take the tlsh 
which the Indians require, and sell them 
lu the public Interests are affected. Why 

no n .great staple article of food, and 

thus beneUtlng their own shareholders to 
the disadvantage of the Indians whose 
prior rights must be respected? If by the 
exercise of their efforts to obtain such 
wealth they cause Injury to the Indians, 
Is It right 'that the public, which the gov- 
ernment really represents, should be asked 
to give them any food they may require 
in consequence of having been deprived of 
their proper anil natural supply? The pub- 
lic purse Is the one often attacked by the 
crusts, and the people of iBrltlsh Columbia 
will do well to wnteh the tactics of the 
larger concerns which are endeavoring to 

c trol public utilities. 

In the short history of many of the 
trusts there have been some terrible and 
reckless proceedings which have caused 
the death ami ruin of thousands of the 
people, and It cannot lie said that the can- 
neries nn the Paelflc Coast would have 
been altogether entirely free from blame 
if a military force had been despatched 
and this tribe of Itablne Indians had been 
wiped off the race of the earth. There 
was quite a little bit of excitement being 
worked up recently, but happily those in 
authority exercised their lodgment wisely, 
and tlio force was not despatched. The 
public will do well to remember this lit- 
tle Incident and support those who ob- 
ject to the natural resources of Ilrltlsh 
Columbia and Its (people being banded 
over lo tiny trust or combine of financiers.

AN INSURANCE CASE. 

Decision Given by Seattle Judge in 
Old Yukon River Case. 

Damages In the sum of $44,728.90 
were awarded the Pacific Cold StoiaKc 
Company by JikIro Hnnford in the fed- 
eral court nt Sonttle on Tuesday In 
the suit against the St. Paul Fire & 
Marine Insurance Company. The case 
has been In the courts for three years 
and resulted from the Yukon River 
steamer Robert Kerr being caught In 
the ice in 1903. The cargo of the ves- 
sel, which was insured by the St. Paul 
Fire & Murine company, was taken to 
Dawson on dogsleds. The defendants 
refused to pay t lie insurance, princi- 
pally on the ground that the steam- 
er's boilers were not in good condition. 
The decision of the court is, in part, 
as follows: 

"By tlie failure to complete the voy- 
age in the fall of 11)03, t lip llbellant's 
goods were exposed to a peril covered 
by the policy, viz.: The peril of being 
overwhelmed and crushed by masses 
of lee If left on board the vessel until 
the following spring. The evidence 
proves that when the ice in the Yukon 
breaks up preceding the opening of 
navigation in tin. (springtime, it Is 
piled up in great masses and travels I 
down stream Impelled by the force of | 
tlie current of ihe liver, anil the | 
movement of such masses of Ice en- 
dangers any vessel moored between 
the river's banks. The river usually 
freezes up In October, and steamers 
falling to complete a voyage before 
that happens aie obliged to tie up for 
the winter, seek safely by going Into 
sloughs, where the water will oe slack 

When (lie ice goes out. 

"The Kerr and ihe Lightning were 
both placed in the most secure posi- 
tions Which they could get to, hut they 
were not fully protected and there was 
reasonable cause for apprehending 
their destruction nnd loss of the goods 
on board, which I considered .Instilled 
the expense of forwarding tlie goods 
by sleds to Dawson during the winter 
months. The cargoes might have been 
protected from Ihe Ice by being un- 
laden and cached on land, but tlie 
nature of the goods was such thai they 
would perish very soon, if not kept In 
cold storage, nnd It would have been 
difficult, If not Impossible, to have kept 
them frozen until they could have been 
loaded on vessels after navigation 
opened in the spring. 

"Therefore the wisest thing which 
could have been done was to take the 
goods to Dawson, and that was done, 
with the knowledge and acquiescence 
of the respondent's agent. For the 
expense so Incurred, the respondent Is 
liable under the 'sue and labor' clause 



of the policy. In proportion to the 
amount of the InsVirance to the value 
at risk. The value being the market 
value at tlie time and piace of ship- 
ment, plus the cost of insurance. 

"I hold that there is no merit In the 
contention that part of the cargo 
should have been jettisoned to make a 
case of general average, Instead of 
particular average, to reduce the 
amount of the loss chargeable to the 
insurer. The evidence does not jus- 
tify a belief that anything could have 
been saved by such a sacrifl.ee, anil 
the law does not require a sacrifice of 
anything which can be saved merely to 
relieve the insurer at the expense of 
the carrier." 



LARGEST GENERATOR MADE. 

Canada a Rival of Dnited States in the 
Production^of Electrical Machinery 

The largest generator ever made In this 
country has just been made ready for 
shipment to British Columbia from the 
works of the Canadian WesUnghouse com- 
pany, of Hamilton. The purchaser is the 
British Columbia Electric- Railway com- 
pany, of Vancouver. The generator is 
2.000 horse power. 11 phase. 7,200 alterna- 
tion, 200 revolutions per minute, engine 
type for direct connection with tile water 
wheel. The order also includes one ro- 
tary converter of 1,330 horse power, 530 
volts. .'! phase, 7,200 alternations, 100 rev- 
olutions per minute, nnd eight air blnst 
transformers, each of 733 horse power, 
2,200 volts to 24.200 volts, 7,200 alterna- 
tions. .The necessary switch boards and 
regulating and controlling the devices 
were also manufactured in this plant, 
and will be shipped with the balance of 
the order In the course of a day or two. 

The new machinery is required by the 
Vancouver company to provide added pow- 
er lo meet the ever-Increasing demand of 
Vancouver and vicinity. It Is the fourth 
generator of the size ordered by the Van- 
couver company', but the other three were 
supplied by the West Inghouse company 
from Us I'lttsburg works previous to the 
building of the Hamilton works. The one 
now ready for .shipment Is by long odds 
the largest ever manufactured In Canada.

The passenger trains have been arriving 
with persistent Irregularity during the Inst 
fortnight. Some say that; It is only since 
the use of the big engines on this sec- 
tion that delays have been so common. 
These engines formerly were chiefly used 
on the "d!i,g II 111" east of Field. But 
last week there wns a washout near 
tilncler House, occasioned by heavy rnlns. 
However, the air hns been «o cleared of 
smoke and the mountains now ihave such 
a tine appearance, that passengers rather 
enjoy a few hours longer lu their midst.
